The Harrisburg Horror.

HARRISBURG, April 16.—An accident oc- 
curred this morning at the Pennsylvania 
Steel Works, about three miles below this 
city, by which nine persons were injured, two 
fatally. One of the two converters, contain- 
ing about six tons and a half of molten steel, 
was ready to be turned out of thedadle, when 
the ratchet broke and the vessel fell. George 
Yost, Albert Westbrook and George 
Horning, being under the 
converter, were struck by large 
quantities of the metal, and soon enveloped 
in flames.

As for the Duke of Magenta, Cataract, Crown 
Prince and Dancing Master, Keene’s two- 
year-old’s at Newmarket, they are the sub- 
ject of favorable comment. Mr. W. Dunham, 
of Du Page County, Illinois, has landed nine 
ofa sbipment of twelve horses from La 
Perch, France.

Dunham has imported over 200 horses. 

TILDEN AGAIN. 

Friends of Secretary Sherman are not pleased 
with Collector Merritt for declaring Tilden 
physically incapable to stand the fatigues 
and excitement of a political campaign. The 
best informed Republicans want Tilden nom- 
inated as the easiest Democrat to defeat, and 
say that the New York Custom-house should 
speak with discrecion or be silent. The Tam- 
many primaries last night were very poorly 
attended, and in some cases resolutions to 
support the Cincinnati nominee, whoever he 
may be, were adopted aiier noble opposition 
by the extreme Kelly men. Anti-Tammany 
peopleare jubilant to-day, and declare the 
Kelly pariy is rapidly disbanding. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The bill creating a State railroad commis- 
sion seems likely to fail. The Democrats are 
opposed to it because it would create new 
offices to be filled by the Republican Governor, 
and some perfectly conscientious Republicans 
will steadilv vote against it because they be- 
lieve that Governor Corpell would fill these 
offices with totally untit men. 

INSURANCE PROSPECTS. 

Fire insurarce companies incorporated un- 
dér the laws ofthis State and those having 
agencies here received last year in net premi- 
ums $50,000,000, an increase of abous.$3,- 
400,000 over the receipts of the year previous. 
The gain in recetpts was more than offset by 
additions to loss account, for in ’79 the com- 
panies paid out in this form very nearly 
$6,000,000 more than losses during 
778. The New York “State companies 
paid out last year in office expenses of one 
kind and another 54 per cent of the premium 
receipts and returns meade by companies from 
other States that do business here show an 
equal ratio of expense, while with foreign 
corporations the expense account amounted 
to only thirty-three per cent.

ed to his old quarters. He became very vio- 
lent, knocking down the Sergeant and the 
door-man, and was then removed to quarters 
where he will be quieter and more secure,

That the main purpose of 
tbree of the leading speculators is to prepare 
for a “‘bull campaign’’ is not believed, 
but the pressure which has been

He went 
to Whittaker’s room, and with the free.con- 
sent of Whittaker examined his 
correspondence, and also compared the 
handkerchiefs in his possession, but 
found none to correspond with the one found 
in Whittaker’s room. He had the buildiag 
searched to see if any citizen’s clothing could 
be found. Ina package brought to Whit- 
taker from the laundry he fvund two 
handerchiefs which corresponded with 
the bloody handkerchief. He was 
at 0s the hospital when Whittaker 
was examined andsawno bruiseson him. 
As the result of this investigation he made 2 
written report based upon such thorough in- 
ves:igation as the limited time would permit. 
When asked to state what. he saw 
and neard when he entered Whit- 
taker’s room, he _ detailed the story 
already told by previous witnesses. Whit- 
taker said he did not recognize any of his as- 
sailants as cadets, but they seemed tobe 
familiar with things in hisroom. Whittaker 
said so far as he knew he had not an enemy in 
the corps. It was by order of witness that 
Whittaker’s room was cleaned after the affair 
occurred.

FORTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—On motion 
of Senator Butler it was resolved (yeas, 27; 
nays, 17) whenthe Senate adjourn to-day it 
be to Monday next. 

Senator Edmunds, from the Committee on 
Private Land Claims, reported adversely 
on the bill to abrogate the pow- 
er of the  Executixe officers of 
the United States in altewing indemnity 
locations on script for confirmed unsatisfied 
private land claims under the law of 1858, and 
to vest that power in the courts of the United 
States. Indefinitely postponed. The Senate 
then considered the calendar and a bill grant- 
ing pension to Jesse F’. Phares, the scout was 
again taken up. 


House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Consider- 
able miscellaneous business was disposed of. 
The Senate bill removing the political disa- 
bilities of Roger A. Pryor was passed. 

Mr. Cox, Chairman of the Coimittee on 
Foreign Affairs,reported a resolution request- 
ing the President to take steps 
to abrogate the Clayton - Bulwer 
Treaty.

THE MEXIGO MURDERERS. 


Muldrow and Faucett Pay the Last 
Penalty of the Law. 


MEXICO, MO., April 16.—Nathan Faucett 
and Jacob Muldrow, two mulatoes, were 
hanged here to-day for the murder of Octave 
Inlow, & young man well known 
in this community. The crime was 
committed about one mile from town, and its 
details showed one of the coldest and most 
unprovoked murders known inthe annals of 
crime. The trouble originated about a white 
woman, who is now awaiting trial as accessory, 
and with whom the victim and the 
negroes cohabited. The woman was 
used as a decoy to get  Inlow 
into the woods, where the negroes were con- 
cealed, and then he was killed. They rested 
well last night and ate a hearty breakfast this 


morning. At promeay 1 o’clock the proces- 
sion left the jail forthe place of execution 

followed by several thousand people, arrived 
at the scaffold at 1:45 o’clock and the Catholic 
services were had. They both ascended the 
scaffold at 1:50 o’clock, the black caps were 
adjusted, and at precisely 2:05 o’clock the 
trap Was sprung, and Muldrow and Faucett 
were ushered into the hereafter. 


THE MONTREAL SUICIDE. 


Nathaniel Weaver Turns Oat to be the 
Defaulting Urbana Cashier. 


MONTREAL, April 16.—Nathaniel Weaver, 
who shot himself here yesterday, turns out to 
be the defaulting cashier of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank, of Urbana, O. He lost $85,000 of 
the bank’s money in grain speculations and 
left two years ago, taking up his residence 
here.

PRESIDENT McCOSH. 


The Princeton Professor in St. Louis— 
What HeSays About His College. 

Prof. W. E. McCosh, president of the Uni- 
versity of Princeton, New Jersey, is at the 
Lindell Hotel, and the guest of Judge S. M. 
Breckenridge. The resident members ofthe 
Alumni Association of Princeton College hold 
their annual reunion and dinner at the Uni- 
versity Club this evening, and Prof. McCosh 
is in the city toattend that gathering and to 
deliver an address. Prof.-McVosh is a well- 
preserved old gentleman, of past three score. 
He is a Scotchman by birth, and 
a regent in aScotch university. For sixteen 
vears he was a professor in the Queen’s Uni- 
versity of Irelund, and relinguished the po- 
sition eleven years ago to accept the Presi- 
dency of Princeton. During that time the in- 
stitution has graduated nearly 1,200 gentle- 
men. Professor McCosh hurriedly received 
a POST-DISPATCH reporter at his parlor this 
morning, and talked freely of the college and 
of himself. He has been to Detroit, 
Dayton, Ohio, and Cincinnati, attend- 
ing meetings of the alumni, and 
will leave St. Louis for Chicago to-morrow 
evening, after which he goes to Frankfort, 
Kentucky, to deliver an, address before the 
Legislature. | 

Speaking aboutthe alumni, the old gentle- 
man said that in St. Louis there were nearly 
ascore of Princeton graduates. Among the 
number are Judge Breckenridge, the Mellier 
sons and James ». Blair. Hon. Helister Cly- 
mer, of Pennsylvania, who isin the city, isa 
Princeton graduate; also Mr. H. A. 
Marquand, of New York, Vice- 
President of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, who wasinthe city yesterday, but 
who left this morning. Mr. Marquand with 
princely liberality has given his alma mater 
a chapel,which will be finished this summer,at 
a cost of $80,000. 

After speaking atlength of the institution 
over Which he hud the honor to preside, the 
president said: ““The members of the facul- 
ty watch over the morals of the students, and 
we bave really very little vice among 
us. Wehave had the courage to put down 
hazing, secret societies, and other 
evils which still remain in many 
colieges. As we executed our determination 
afew years ago, there was some little irrita- 
tion which newspapers in the interest of other 
colleges, greatly exaggerated. But we were 
supported by the great body of students, and 
the evils being now rooted out, we have, at 
this moment, perfect peace and order. 

_ *T believe our alumni wish us to continue a 
religious college, and five of us give instrace 
tion inthe word of God to every young man 
placed under our care. Last year eighty of 
the 120 who graduated were professing Chria- 
tians. J known that you will be gratified to 
learn that at this present time there is a deep 
religicus interest, with prayer, pervading 
more than one-half of the whole college.’’

THE LATE CONVENTION. 


Departure of Delegates—Printing the 
Reports. 


There was a general hegira of delegates to 
the Immigration Convention last evening and 
this morning, and the hotels are beginning to 
assume their customary appearance. This 
evening there wiil be still more departures, 
and{the candidates, who will naturally remain 
to the last, will return totheir homes} and re- 
sume the business of writing letters to possi- 


ble delegates to the July convention. 

Mr. R. D. Lancaster said this morning that 
the convention was all and more than was ex- 
pected of it. The representation far exceed- 
ed the most sanguine hopes of the members of 
the immigration societies. The papers pre- 
sented on the special subjects were all care- 
fully prepared, and the report of the conven- 
tion will makea volume of great value and rare 
interest. The people of the whole State are 
now alive to the importance of the immigra- 
tion movement, and the Legislature caanot 
fail to make a liberal appropriation for the 
printing and distribution of the reports.” 

The documents submitted to the convention 
are now in the custody of Superintendent of 
Immigration Andrew McKinley. He stated 
this morning that he did not know what would 
be done in the matter of their publication. 
So far as he had heard, no arrangements had 
been made for their cditing. He might spare 
enough money from the contingent fund at 
bis disposal to have the proceedings of the 
convention written out and put in shape for 
the printer. The State Department can do 
nothing further than that. The board will, 
of course, in its report to the Governor, re- 
commend that the attention of the Legislature 
be called to the necessitv fora liberal appro- 
priation in order that the objects of the con- 
vention may be carried out.

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The Old York Minister. 
[From the Belgrovia. J 


Nearly every traveler has seen York Mine 
ster,and those who have not are familiar with 
its appearance, both from drawings and de- 
scriptions. Suftice it to say that, ifa line were 
fixed on any angle of the building and drawn 
tightiv around it, it would measure about a 
quasterof amile, and every part of this vast 
edifice is covered with the richest and grand- 
est carvings known in architecture. Every 
period of design is represented ,from the rude 
Norman imitations of the Roman work, with 
which the island waseven then studded, to 
the time when the eighth Henry laid his heavy 
hand on monasteries; and as I write thisI am 
reminded, by referring to a date, that this is 
the fiftieth anniversary of the day on which 
Jonatban Martin fired the York Minster and 
burned the wonderful carvings of the stalls 
and roof. A national subscription, amount- 
ing to some £65,000, was soon raised torestore 
it, but such a sum would haveto be more than 
doubled to enable a contractor to perform 
similar work at the present day. A second 
fire almost as destructive broke out in another 

art of the vast pile only eleven years after. 
Some recollections of this minster are not very 
The Jews used to 

n its wardenship a record of 
their loans, and the populace, not 
remembering that the borrowers become bor- 
rowers of their own free will, broke into the 
catbedral and burned all the documents. 
But unhappily they did not do this without 
having previously committed great and wan- 
ton outrage on a law-abiding people. When 
Richard I. came to the throne the Lion Heart 
permitted any amount of massacre and perse- 
cution to be perpetrated on his Jewish sub- 
jects. These were very numorous and pow- 
erful in York; indeed their principal quarters 
in Market street and Layerthorpe were until 
recently called Jubbargate and Jewbury. A 
simple narration of the massacre seems hard- 
ly credible, especially if we remember that in 
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“eo keep 
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dred others, being forewarned, fied to tne cas- 
tle and tock their goid withthem; and as 
they refused permission to the warden to en- 
ter, the Sheriff permitted the populace and 
especially their fdebtors to attack them in 
their stronghold. Hunger overcame them, 
but as they could not hope for humanity from 
their assailants they set fire tothe castle and 
hid such Wealth ss could not be destroyed. 
Then these poor creatures slew each other to 
prevent their falling into the hands of the en- 
emy, and a few offering to become Christians. 
eurrendered to the mop,but were immediately 
slain. Richard, who was in France, seemed 
to think the proceeding was hardly justifiable, 
and ordered a commission of inquiry, which 
closed the wBole matter very much in the in- 
terests of the wrong-doers. 


The Popein Poor Health. 
[Rome Dispatch to London Standard.] 

Various statements, more or less erroneous, 
have been current recently respecting the 
Pope’s health. The truthis, that though no 
notabie malady exists the Holy Father’s 
medical advisers are not satisfied with his 
condition. Every cause of moral trouble that 
arises—and but too many such causes are con- 
stantly arising—throws himioto a state of 
nervous prostration. Overwork and want of 
the exercise and salubriousafr to which he 
has been accustomed are tclling upon him dis- 
astrouslv, and those who are around him as- 
sert that his heaith is failing visibly. In vul- 
yar, butexpressive phrase, he is ‘‘ worried to 
death,’* and his pervous temperament is noi 
one which can endure the severe wear and tear 
of the position which is made for him. His 
medical advisers are very anxious that he 
should have a change of air this summer; but 
it seems that the threats and pressure brought 
to bear upon him by those who would fain 
chain himtothe stake have hitherto availed 


to prevent him from taking any such decision. 
The conscious mendacity with which the story 
of the Papal captivity was published, wrbi ef 
orbi, forsomany years is being cruelly ex- 
piated by one who had no partin theinvention 
or diffusion of it.

The action of the Massachusetts Repub- 
licans practically retires Mr. Jolin Sher- 
man from the Presidential race. Ile may 
still persistand push for the delegation of 
Ohio and some of the Southern delegates. 
But it is in vain. Outside of this and the rot- 
ten boroughs in the South he is ridiculous- 
ly weak and without following.

JOHN LOGAN’S OVERTURE. 

Illinois is now regarded as the key-stone 
of the Grant arch. John Logan, in accord- 
ance witd the adopted programme, has en- 
tered the State to play the same role that 
Don Cameron so successfully enacted in 
Pennsylvania and Conkling so ably filled in 
New York. He has commenced his whip- 
cracking and yelling at Chicago, and by to- 
morrow he is to be reinforced by Grant 
himself in his capacity as hand-shaker and 
crowd-charmer.

By way of 
convincing the world that the affair was 
cminently respectable the names of tliree 
persons are telegraphed as constituent ele- 
ments of the sublime audience—viz.: Pot- 
ter Palmer and John B. Drake, tavern- 
keepers, and C. B. Blair, a wealthy banker. 
‘The eminent respectability of the crowd 
will have to be gauged, we presume, by 
these names solely. We conclude that it 
Was first-class and that Mr. Logan enjoyed 
himself extensively. The late Abraham Lin- 
coln’s son was set up as presiding officer, 
and ason of Stephen A. Douglas, who is a 
living evidence of the cold neglect and in- 
difference shown toward carpet-baggers by 
the people of the South, occupied a seat 
on the platform as a ‘<drawing card.” 


Fulsome speeches were made by young 
Lincoln, Logan, Emory A. Storrs, Doug- 
las and Leonard Sweet.

WE have recently been - made painfully 
aware ofthe fact that we are being transfixed,so 
to speak, by the icy javelin of silent contempt.

Mr. E. B. Skeele, the editor of the St. Louis 
Spirit, was last evening attacked, assaulted, 
beaten and robbed in the most brutal and das- 
tardly manner. Mr. Skeele resides at 1115 
Pine street, and a little before 11 o’cleck was 
sitting in his room writing. Having finished 


his work, he concluded to take a glass of beer, 
and, attired as he was, with his slippers 
on, he crossed over to the saloon on 
the corner. Hedrank a glass of beer and 
then returned to his house, and had just 
reached it when he was suddenly set upon by 
three men, who knocked him down and kick- 
ed and beat him mereilessly. His left arm 
was dislocated, his face bruised, and he re- 
ceived a dangerous kick under the chin. His 
clothes were ail torn, his coat being split in 
half. His.cowardly assailants then took his 
hat and $5 85, the amount of money in his 
pocket. They then left him. Mr. Skeele 
managed to crawl to his room and 
is confined to his bed from the result of his 
injuries, which are very severe. The attack 
was sosudden and unexpected that Mr. 
Skeele cannot describe the robbers. They set 
upon bim all at once, knocked him down 
and kicked him so that he became dazed and 
almost unconscious.

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A Commotion in Jail. 
(Quite an excitement was caused this morn- 
ing by a slight disturbance which oecuried in 
the jail.

Lately he has been 
allowed the privilege of the jail floor on ac- 
count of sickness, and refused point-blank to 
be locked within a cell this morning.

Q@.—Have you heard the striking of the 
hours and the playing on the bells in the spire 
of the Pilgrim Churen. 

A.—I have heard them whenever they have 
been in operation since I have been there. 

().—W hat effect does the playing of these 
bells have upon you? A.—It never hid been 
& matter of annoyance or disturbauce to me, 
and, from habit, had become a matter of in- 
difference tome, except that I miss them 
when they do not strike. I mean by that that 
I getintotbe habit of expecting somethiag 
that 1 don’t receive, and which 1; pleasant to 
me, rather than otherwise. The bells were 
stopped atone time during the winter, | 
thought, from the effects of a storm. 

().—State to what an extent the sound of 
the bells, as now used, disturbs vou 
in your duties? A.--None in the least. . 

().—W bat effect, ifany, have their sound 
upon conversation in your office? A.—None 
whatever, so far as I have observed. 

Q.+State what effect the bells have on you 
during the week and.on Sunday at your resi- 
dence. A.—I enjoy hearing them. 

().—State whether at your oflice or residence 
you find that the bells as used serve any use- — 
ful purpose. A.—I ‘have no objec- 
tion to being reminded 
hours are passing, although | have 
lived for nearly forty years out of reach of 
anything of the kind, and could very well get 
slong withoutit. I have had a time piece in 
my room since Christmas, and in the oftice 
for six weeks past. I have not been present 
at the sittings of the commission. 

().—How much, as faras you have ob- 
served, prt pore inthe same Luilding with 
you annoyed or disturbed by the velis? A.— 
I have never heara any complaint. 

Question objected to by Mr. Allen. 
examination by Mr. Allen brought out that 
Mr. Pahifrey has been in St. Louis since last 
October. Am not liable to be called away 
witbin four months. Asked Whether witness 
had had any consultation about the case with 
Lieut. Leach, Mr. Enyart, or Mr. Simms. He 
replied that he had said to these genttlemen 
that there was a probability that we would be 
called upon to testify. My =srea- 
son for believing this was because 
we spend most of our time nearest the bells.
